Meany faces crucial test

This is the AFL-CIO's 
political arm and has been the real source of 
Moany's power in American politics over the 
years. 


"There has been nothing like this in a long 


"The potential 
is there for lasting schisms . . . that have 
ramifications beyond politics," another 
unionist asserts. Asked whether the clash 
that is developing amounts to a crisis, a top 
official of one of the federation's largest af-

The showdown will begin Wednesday at a 


special meeting of the federation's policy- 
making executive council. The session was 
hastily called by the AFL-CfO presiricnl only 
hours afler Ihe Democratic convention ended 
in Miami Beach early Friday morning.

The board, composed of the presidents 
of all 117 affiliates, normally makes presiden- 
tial e n d o r s e m e n t s . Under the M e a n y 
strategy, individual unions could endorse 
anyone they chose, and COPE would focus its 
resources on critical concessional races.

Reserve generating capacity 
of at least 20 per cent is 
c o n s i d e r e d necessary for 
protection in emergencies. 
Nissikas saw possible trouble 
ahead for New York City. 


“ Reserve generating capacity 
is thin,” he said. “ We had 
hoped that New England could 
export power to beleaguered 
New York City if needed, but 
two nuclear plants that were 
expected to be in operation this 
summer will not be ready.

hibit in," she said. "As far as I 
am concerned, this is the idea 
of (be fair — to compete. Too 
many people try to exhibit i;i 
categories thai aren't listed, 
t h i n k i n g Ibey will win a 
prize." 


She emphasized it's impor- 


tant to sterilize jars and 
make sure (here arc no cracks 
in the tops. Also listed as im- 
portant is canning in proper 
containers tbat make for al- 
Iraclive displays. 


A c c o r d i n g t o M r s . 


Christman, the judges in Ihe 
canning division insist all lids 
be new and clean. She added 
they often ask why a jar isn't 
full.

GILBERT — Did you ever stumble upon a special 


place and when you saw it for the first time, know it was 
extra charming and something out of the ordinary? 


Last week 1 did. After getting lost on a return trip 


from Neola I meandered through a tiny hollow just 


; 
outside of Brodheadsville that looked as if it could very 
well be the setting of an Uncle Remus tale. 


Even its name — Frog Hollow — was enchanting. 
To the typical passerby, the place probably looks like 


any other in Monroe County. But to my romantic, im- 
aginative mind, that hollow had lo be full of local color, 
old laics and even a superstition or two. 


A small babbling brook runs through the tiny valley 


and according to the residents, it will "sing you to sleep 
at night if your window is open." 


Originally named Frog Hollow years ago because of a 


prepondrance of the croakers, now the stream is only 
dotted with Frogs and an occasional fool bridge or tivo. 


Thai, however, does not make it any less charming. 


Looking as omnipotenl as it did a hundred years ago, a 
huge stone mill, long since closed down, now stands 
sentry at the entrance to the hollow. 


When 1 contemplated there might be some supersti- 


tion about Frog Hollow, located just a mile from Rt. 209, 
1 wasn't too far wrong. 


The one Ihing I was told before leaving the tiny 


paradise was, "If you want to make a baby and if you 
want it lo be a girl, don't make it here.

am concerned, this is the idea 
of the fair — to compete. Too 
many people try to exhibit in 
categories that aren’t listed, 
thinking they will win a 
prize." 
She emphasized it’s impor­ 
tant to sterilize jars and 
make sure there are no cracks 
in the tops. Also listed as im­ 
portant is canning in proper 
containers that make for at­ 
tractive displays. 
A c c o r d i n g 
to 
M r s . 
Christman, the judges in the 
canning division insist all lids 
be new and clean. She added 
they often ask why a jar isn't 
full. 
“They look at the uniformi­ 
ty of the canned goods and 
check to see if the liquid is 
clear in the jar," she con­ 
tinued. “ Also, no food coloring 


is supposed to be used in the 
products, although they don't 
say anything about the color­ 
ing used in things like spiced 
pears.” 
When asked about the sedi­ 
ment that sometimes forms 
in the bottom of jars contain­ 
ing peas, corn and the like, 
Mrs. Christman said that 
would not effect the judging.

Lefs get people 
more interested 


There is an interesting program going on in Fresno, 


Calif., in which a group of elected citizens in each 
neighborhood of the city determine what their 
neighborhood's problems are and then recommend 
solutions which, if approved, are funded by individual 
grants. 


What's most interesting, though, is the premise 


behind the program: To bring more people into the local 
problem solving process and not leave it up to a few 
representatives who are hard-pressed to uncover, let 
alone act, on strictly local problems. 


The whole thing got going because, as Mayor Ted 


Wills pointed out, "If political discussions or voter 
turnout are any indication, it is local government that in- 
terests people least. Yet it is local government that af- 
fects them most." 


We have a pretty good proof of this attitude right 


here in Monroe County. In November, 1971, we elected 
a full slate of county officers, including two county com- 
missioners, to determine solutions to our problems, ap- 
propriate money through a county-wide budget to deal 
with them, and generally handle the day-lo-day business 
of running the area in which we live. 


And yet, of a total of 21, 197 registered voters in the 


county, only an estimated 9,727 bothered to cast their 
ballots for those county officers who would be spending 
their tax money in ways that directly affect them. 


By way of contrast, in the last Presidential election, 


while choosing a president whose actions would affect us 
all, but indirectly, 17,403 voters out of a registered total 
of 21,163 turned out to the polls. 


It's a sure bet that a similar proportion will turn 


out for this year's Presidential go-around, and also a 
•sure bet that the next local elections will follow the 
| sorry performances of their predecessors. 
! 
Perhaps we should take a leaf out of the Fresno pro- 


! gram book. Form local neighborhood committees to 


', probe into strictly neighborhood problems and come up 


', with a series of solutions, Then take those problems and 


I solutions to local officials and push hard for action. 


I 
The results probably won't be spectacular _ 


; Fresno has a healthy federal grant with which to imple- 
; ment its program — but at least it will bring more peo- 
; pie into what is after all their business — running their 


; own public affairs.

MIAMI 
BEACH — George McGovern won

Then the Stop 
McGovern forces would have won and the 
McGovern bandwagon would have started to 
break down. 


The four Democratic senators who were 


the prime contenders for their party's 
presidential nomination — McGovern, Hum- 
phrey, Muskie and Jnekson — are now in debt 
to the taxpayers for more than $50,000. 


This is the amount of senatorial salary 


which they have improperly collected while 
they were away from the Senate campaigning 
in presidential primaries.

The destroyer Eversole hit a

sions as the ammunition blew 
up, military sources said. 
Davis reporttKi a string of 
attacks behind the front lines of 
the paratroopers and marines 
driving on Quang Tri. iind said 
that the North Vietnamese had 
begun mining key Highway 1 
through the province during the 
night. 
Two trucks hit mines Sunday 
on the highway and blew up 10 
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miles south of Quang Tri, Davis 
said.

— Over North Vietnam Satur­ 
day, U.S. warplanes flew 240 
strikes and knocked out four 
bridges on Highway 1 along the 
southern coast of that country.

TEL AVIV (UPI)-Japanese 
guerrilla Kozo Okamoto, who 
has taken “ full responsibility” 
for his admitted part in the Lod 
Airport massacre, will face the 
Israeli military court trying 
him for his life today for 
possibly the final time. 
The tribunal was scheduled to 
deliver its verdict following the 
four-day trial and may an­ 
nounce sentence at the same 
time. 
The 24-year-old former Ka­ 
goshima University student is 
charged with violation of four 
sections of the 1945 emergency 
regulations for his part in the 
May 30 airport massacre in 
which 26 persons were killed 
and 79 others wounded. 
Conviction on any three of the 
charges 
carries 
the 
death 
penalty. Okamoto pleaded guil­ 
ty to all four. 
He told the court Thursday 
that he was a soldier in the 
militant Japanese United Red 
Army and that it was his “ duty 
as a good revolutionary sol­ 
dier” to carry out the attack. 
His two Japanese companions 
were killed in the hail of bullets 
and explosions of hand gre­ 
nades during the four-minute 
assault. 
“ I take full responsibility for 
the deaths and injuries at the 
airport,” the short, black-haired 
defendant told the court. “The 
revolutionary warfare is a war 
of justice.”

“ We are showing the world we’ve had enough 
and will suffer no more.”

Barry Crane, of Hollywood, 


Calif., is probably best known 
to the public for his role in 
producing and directing tde 
p o p u l a r t e l e v i s i o n shows 
"Mission Impossible" and 
"Mnnnix." 


But in the bridge world 


Crane is a standout for an en- 
tirely different reason. Of Ihe 
more than 16,000 life masters 
of the A m e r i c a n Contract 
I S r i d g e L e a g u e h e r a n k s 
number one, with some 14,090 
master points, u posilion he is 
likely lo maintain for years to 
come. His nearest rival has 
only 12.001) master points. 


Here is a hand he played in 


(he Vanderbilt team of four 
championship. Crane was 
South and got to four spades 
on the bidding shown. West 
led a diamond to his partner's 
ace and East returned a dia- 
mond, which South niffed. 


It is not easy lo sec how 


Crane managed to make the 
contract, and in fact some 
players would say (hat this 
was one mission really im- 
possible 
even if they saw all 


four hands. 


But Crane accomplished tht 


feat very e f f e c t i v e l y and 
without fanfare when, at trick 
three, he made the unnatural 
[)lay of the queen of spades. 


This singular thrust ren- 


dered the defense helpless, ft 
did not matter whether East 
or West won the queen; in 
either case the defenders 
would score two (rump tricks 
and a diamond, but no more. 


Crane based his play on the 


reasonable assumption that 
East had a doubleton honor in 
(rumps, and his queen lead 
was directed s p e c i f i c a l l y 
towards that end. 


In the aclual case, East took 


Ihe queen with Ihe ace and 
returned a club, Crane went 
up with the ace, led another 
trump, and the battle was 
over, lie later discarded two 
clubs on dummy's hearts and 
so brought home the contract.

Soft-spoken preacher's son: 
Nowhere to nomination

George S. McGovern is a prairie preacher's 


son with a war hero's medal, a passion for 
pence, and -until a few weeks ago —no 
chance 
iit 
all 
to 
win 
(he 
Democratic 


presidential nomination. 


The soft-spoken Soulh Dakota senator came 


from nowhere to put together what he calls 
a "new coalition" of young people, well-to-do 
suburbanites, ;md intellectuuls.jiow bolstered 
by growing numbers of 
the traditionally 


Democratic blue collar workers, blacks anil 
other ethnic minorities. 


When Iowa's handsome Sen. Harold Hughes 


dropped out of the Democratic presidenlial 
lists early last spring, he was asked how 
he felt about a McGovern candidacy. His 
response was a sigh: "If only we could do 
something about his hair and his voice." 


The hair is a medium brorni and very 


thin. McGovern lets it grow long enough on 
the sides lo comb across the balding dome. 
The 
voice 
is 
nondescript 
with 
a flat 


niidwestern 
accent 
devoid 
of 
oratorical 


flourishes. When he graduated from high 
school, the line under liis picture in the 
yearbook read, "As a debater he's a nice 
kid." 


Uicking the "charisma" which politicians 


are supposed lo need, McGovern of necessity 
ran an issue-oriented campaign and began 
to build an army of mostly-youthful, all- 
volimtecr workers thai became the envy, the 
despair, and finally the ruin of McGovcrn's 
better-known presidential rivals. 


When McGovern was a first grader, his 


teacher thought he couldn't read. He just 
sat in the classroom wild his mouth closed, 
staring 
down 
at 
the 
floor 
with 
those 


unfathomable blue eyes. It took a year —and 


| a perceptive 
second 
grade 
teacher 
—to 
| discover thai he was not dull, just shy. 
| Call out for sympathy 


Today, McGovern 
is still being 


underestimated although he has demolished 
the campaigns of at least 11 other Democratic 
contenders (including Hughes, whose hair is 
luxuriant and whose voice thunders like a 
pipe organ.) 


McGovern was boni July IB, 1922, to a 


Methodist minister and his wife in Avon, S.D., 
and as he grew up he planned to follow 
his father's career in the ministry. He was 
drafted out of Dakota Wesleyan during World 
Wai- II, and married Eleanor Stegeberg 
shortly before going 
overseas 
to fly 35 


missions as a bomber pilot in the European 
theater, winning a Distinguished Flying Cross 
along the way. 


After completing his undergraduate work 


and dropping 
out of theological training, 


McGovern earned a Ph.D. in American history 
at Northwestern University in 1353. A few 
years of teaching preceded his entry into 
politics when he decided to lake on 'the job 
of building a viable Democratic party in 
traditionally Republican South Dakota. 


His organization efforts were so successful 


that he decided to enter a campaign himself. 
Two terms in the House of Represeutalives 
beginning in 1957, one unsuccessful try for 
Ihe Senate in 1960 followed by two years 
as the late President John F. Kennedy's Food 
for 
Peace director, and Ihe first of two 


successful Senate campaigns in 19G2 followed. 


After the Democratic convention disaster 


in 1968, McGovern was named chairman of 
a reform commission to draw up new rules 
to ensure a more popular participation in 
the Convention macliinery of 1972. Once again, 
his own subsequent campaign was designed 
to capitalize on his detailed inside information 
of the machinery and once again, it was 
successful.

Cuskey is a co-author of 


"Drug Trip Abroad," a book 
lhat chronicles (he experiences 
of heroin addicls participating 


in England's "heroin mainten- 
ance" program. 


"Heroin maintenance works 


in England because il is done 
both medically and sympatheti- 
cally," Dr. Cuskey said. "An 
addict there can live a normal, 
useful life." 


in the United States, the 


heroin addict exiieriences a 
string of drug arrests, overdo- 
ses, and frightening wilhdrawls 
because "we look upon addicts 
as legal, rather than medical 
problems," according lo Cus- 
key. 


Cuskey discounts the "cold 


turkey system of withdrawal. 
In a study completed in the 
mid GO's of such a program at 
Fort Worth Hospital, he said: 
"The 
rate 
of 
relapse 
for 


females in lhal program was 40 
lo CO per cent. Another study 
later showed the rate up to UO 
per cent." 


He said that in "therapeutic 


communities," where addicts 
undergo 
a 
controlled 
cold 


turkey withdrawal, the success 
rale is only five per cenl. 


He said the heroin addict in 


the United Stales is a "slave (o 
two masters—the narcotic and 
the law." 


But in England, heroin can be 


purchased legally afler the 


addict 
registers 
with 
the 


government. Since Ihe addict is 
buying liis "fix" 
from the 


government, he doesn't have to 
associate with the criminal 
element. 


Cuskey 
thinks 
a 
heroin 


maintenance program, along 
with mothadone and Iherapy 
measures, would probably go a 
long way in helping America's 
addicts. 


"How 
ran 
you expect a 


heroin addict to gel a good job 
when they're laying off en- 
gineers at Lockheed?" he said. 
"When you talk about social 
rehabilitation, you have to talk 
jobs." 


In England, 
according to 


Cuskey, addicts hold jobs. Some 
arc married and supporting 
families. While they are viewed 
with 
suspicion 
by 
English 


society, Cuskey said addicts are 
treated "with far more sym- 
pathy 
lhan 
in 
the

The last time I wrote 
certified mail, no. 875771 and still no reply. What could I 
do to get my $25.90 back?

A. — You can contact the Beaverton Chamber of 


Commerce or wait until you receive a court notice saying 
the Alaska Sleeping Bag Company went bankrupt two 
weeks ago. That's exactly what happened, according to 
the Beaverton Chamber of Commerce. With as many 
customers as the company had when it went down the 
dram, notices are slow getting to purchasers. Ar- 
rangements to refund money are now in the hands of the 
law. Beovcrton's Chamber of Commerce can be reached 
by dialing 1-503-M4-0123. If problems arise in getting 
through, ask your operator for assistance. Don't bother 
with the company's listed number. It is now a recording. 


Q. — On February 6, The New York Times ran an ad 


for a Company called World of Cheese. Membership in the 
club for a year was five dollars. If the member acted 
before March 15, be would be sent five mystery cheeses, a 
hardwood cheese board and a cheese knife. I sent my 
check for five dollars and heard nolliing. My canceled 
check appeared with others in my bank slalement. I 
wrote World of Cheese and got back a very questionable 
explanation that former employes had absconded with 
orders and mailing lists, but in due time, all would be 
straightened out. About six months later nothing has been 
done, except that in April 1 got an opportunity to buy 
some cheese to help them gel on their feet. I wrote that 'l 
would buy nothing until the original agreement had been 
fullfilled. 


Mrs. M.M., East Stroudsburg 


A. — The address you gave in Elmsfietd, N.Y., is no 


longer the company's address. They have been absorbed 
into a larger firm in Yonkers, N.Y. Police in Greenburg, 
N.Y., 
report many persons are currently seeking the 


cheese company, but the company is no longer in their 
jurisdiction. The officer we spoke to said the new com- 
pany has alt the records of the former unit and will make 
good on numerous complaints in due time. If sounds as if 
you have spent "due time" already so we suggest you 
trace the company through the New York Attorney 
General's Office. The name ot the old company should be 
sufficient for a trace. If it isn't, try the Greenburg Police 
at )-9)4.WH»-7700. They should be able to get the new 
company's name and address after some deep file digging. 


Q. — Last June Gth 1 made a bad mistake and paid the 


state personal income tax for the entire year — $1 000 — 
when the lax was declared illegal. I expected my money 
would be refunded. To date I have received nothing I am 
wondering if they ever intend to refund the money and if 
you have any idea on how 1 should go about frying lo get 
it Dtick.

A. — A new state income tax was passed soon after 


the first income tax was declared illegal in 1971. The new 
tax became effective June 1, 1971, and turned out to be 
more than the original tax that was passed. The illegal 
tax was five per cent of federal taxable income, while the 
new tax included no deductions and was 2.3 per cent of 
gross income. The thousand dollars you paid to the state 
was probably applied to the new tax.

Chess master recalls duels 
with cantankerous Fischer

Feuerstein, a 36-year-old 
B r o o k l y n n a t i v e , had Hie 
distinct honor of playing and 
beating United States Chess 
Champion Bobby Fischer in 
the U.S. Junior'chess Cham- 
pionship in 1B56. 


Feuerslein. vacationing at 


S p r u c e H i l l F a r m s i n 
C a n a d e n s i s , h a s k n o w n 
Fischer since his early high 
school days and has played in 
several tournaments with the 
temperamental professional. 


"The 
last 
time 1 played 


Fischer," said Fenorstein" a 
n a t i o n a l grand master in 
chess, "was cither in 1970 or 
1871, when wo competed in a 
speed chess t o u r n a m e n t . 
Fischer won 21 games out of a 
possible 22 and was well on his 
way to n a t i o n a l and in- 
ternational fame." 


Fcuerstein described Fischer 


as a "chess player in a class 
by himself." He noted of the 
half-dozen f u l l t i m e pro- 
fessional chess players in (he 
United Slates, none of them 
could come close (o ap- 
p r o a c h i n g F i s c h e r ' s e x - 
cellence. 


He acknowledged Fischer 


was rather irksome, but said 
as a youth he was never really 
self-assertive. 


"I remember when Hobby 


first began playing chess. He 
always played the defensive 
and was very cautious. Today, 
he only plays a very ag- 
gressive and offensive game. 
As a matter of fact, so far in 
the t o u r n a m e n t between 
Fischer and Moris Spassky, 
Fischer has been taking all 
the risks and Spassky is play- 
ing a conservative game." he 
said. 


Feuerslein said most of Ihe 


people he knows are hoping 
Spassky will win because of 
Fischer's behavior.

"I believe Fischer never 


developed a p e r s o n a l i t y 
beyond the level of a 15-year- 
old and many of his individual 
quirks and tantrums are not 
necessary," he said. 


He specifically dismissed 


Fischer's annoyance with the 
presence of cameras in the 
chess room by saying "pro- 
fessional chess players are 
trained to have absolute con- 
centration and very seldom 
give away their emotions 
through facial expressions." 


He added Fischer was 


always bothered by noises 
when playing chess and once 
even asked for the removal of 
the audience. 


"Many chess players in the 


Soviet Union and the United 
States have other jobs besides 
chess, but for Bobby Fischer, 
chess is his entire life.

“ 1 remembt>r when Bobby 
first bi'gan playing chess. He 
always playc*d the defensive 
and was very cautious. T(xlay, 
he only plays a very ag­ 
gressive and offensive game. 
As a matter of fact, so far in 
the tournament between 
F'ischer and Boris Spassky, 
F'ischer has been taking all 
the ri.sks and Spassky is play­ 
ing a conservative game.” he 
said. 
F'euerstein said most of the 
people he knows are hoping 
Spassky will win lx*cause of 
F'ischer’s liehavior

•‘I believe Fischer never 
developed a personality 
beyond the level of a 15-year- 
old and many of his individual 
quirks and tantrums are not 
necessary,” he said. 
He specifically dismissed 
F'ischer’s annoyance with the 
presence of cameras in the 
chess room by saying “ pro­ 
fessional chess players are 
trained to have absolute con­ 
centration and very seldom 
give away their emotions 
through facial expressions.” 
He added F'ischer was 
always bothered by noises 
when playing chess and once 
even asked for the removal of 
the audience. 
“ .Many chess players in the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States have other jobs besides 
chess, but for Bobby F'ischer, 
chess is his entire life. 
“ Although he has a high IQ 
of 130 or 140, he dropped out of 
high school because of 
boredom and became the U.S. 
Chess ('hampion at age 14,” he 
said. 
F'euerstein explained the 
tournament between F'ischer 
and Spassky is a 24-game 
mat c h wi t h c h a lle n g e r 
F'ischer having to earn 12‘a 
points in order to dethrone 


champion Spassky. 
“ A point is given for each 
game won and a half point is 
awarded to each player in 
case of a tie. Spassky will be 
able to retain th e c h a m - 
pionship if he can keep Fischer 
from winning more than 12 
points,” he explained. 
Feuerstein characterized 
Spassky as a versatile chess 
player who can be both in­ 
novative and cautious. 
He noted Spassky’s second, 
Ewfim Geller, who advises the 
champ before games, Ls an ex­ 
tremely aggressive player 
along the lines of F'ischer. 
However, he pointed out 
“ Spassky’s playing does not 
reflect any aggressive moves 
as of yet.” 
F'ischer, at first refusing to 
have a second, finally accept­ 
ed F'ather William Lombardy, 
who was considered to have 
even more potential than 
Fischer ten years ago. 
“ L o m b ard y is also a 
versatik^ player like Spassky; 
quite adept at playing both of­ 
fense and defense,” he said, 
F'euerstein hopes Bobby 
wins the tournament and 
praises him for the con­ 
tributions he has made to the 
promotion of chess in the 
United States. 
“ He has brought the purse 
for chess up to $200,000 equal 
to that of golf, and aroused 
people’s interest in the 
game,” he said. 
He noted if F'ischer wins the 
tournament such 
companies 
as Coca-Cola and IBM , who 
sponsor fo re ig n chess 
tournaments, would be more 
likely to sponsor tournaments 
in the United States to help 
bt*ginning U.S. players. 
“ After a ll,” Feuerstein 
remarked, “ Bobby admitted 
he was playing more for the 
sake of U.S. prestige than for 
the money, and with his mil 
to win 1 hope he makes it.”

Prison guard surveys damage in recreation room 


Maryland governor ends 
'riof by 200 prisoners 


JESSUP, Md. (UPI)-Saying 


lie was "a pmce-loving man", 
Maryland Gov. Marvin Mandcl 
Sunday ended a 10-hour distur- 
bance by 200 prisoners at the 
Maryland House of Correction 
by agreeing to meet 
with 


inmate representatives. . 


"We were not going to have a 


repeat here of what happened 
up in New York," Alandol said 
referring to the uprising in- 
Attica State Prison last year in 
which 43 persons were killed by 
slate police retaking (lie prison". 


As more than 300 riot-geared 


police stood by, Mandel fold 
Col. Thomas Smith, stale police 
superintendent: 


"1 am a peaceloving man. 


Let's talk to them instead." 


During 
the disorder, two 


guards and four inmates were 
injured and rampaging priso- 
ners caused damage estimated 
in the hundreds of thousand's of 
dollars. They set several fires 
and 
smashed windows and 


furniture. 


The inmates returned to their 


cells after an angry confronta- 
tion between Mandel and the 
prisoners, separated by two 
chainlink fences only five yards 
apart in the rear of the prison. 


Mandoi told them he would 


meet with a dozen inmates to 
discuss 
grievances 
on 
the 


condition that the rest of the 
men returned to (heir celts. A 
demand 
for 
amnesty 
was 


denied. 


Although the prisoners finally 


agreed, they did not trust him. 


"They (the police) have rifles 


and if we go back they'll kill all 
of us," 
one inmate shouted 


through the prison yard fence. 


The 
rebellious 
prisoners, 


mostly young blacks, gathered 
around the fence, dressed in 
casual civilian garb and wear- 
ing rags over their faces to 
mask identification. 


Rep. Parren Mitchell. D-Md., 


a black, guaranteed the in- 
mates they would not be hurl. 


"(lave I ever let you brothers 


down?" he said. 


The inmates said they were 


unarmed, but several weapons 


were found in Ihe yard later. 


Mandel and Mitchell super- 


vised the placement of the 
prisoners back in the cells and 
then the}1 met for 'M minutes 
with 18 inmate representatives. 
The (wo officials said they 
would look into gripes about 
food, medical services and 
guard harassment. 


Shortly after dinner Saturday, 


a group of about 60 inmates 
tried to escape by scaling (he 
20-foot fence that later was to 
be the site of negotiations with 
Mandel. A guard at the rear 
lower opened fire with a hot gun 
and four persons were hit. 


including a guard inside the 
yard. 


Angered 
by 
Ihe shooting, 


inmates began their rampage 
and succeeded in taking over 
the large six-story building and 
prison yard. 


Billowing smoke could he 


seen from two miles away and 
two dozen pieces of firefighling 
equipment sped to the scene. 


"Tile inside 
is badly da- 


maged. It will lake quite a 
while to bring the prison to full 
service," Mandel said. 


The minimum-security facili- 


ty is located 15 mites southwest 
of Baltimore.

Marvin Mandel 
Sunday ended a 10-hour distur­ 
bance by 200 prisoners at the 
Maryland House of Correction 
by 
agreeing 
to 
meet 
with 
inmate representatives. 
"VVe were not going to have a 
rept'at here of what happened 
up in New York," Mandel said 
referring to the uprising in 
Attica State Prison last year in 
which 43 ptTSons were killed by 
slate police retaking the prison. 
As more than 300 riot-geared 
police stood by, Mandel told 
Col. Thomas Smith, state police 
suptTintendent: 
‘‘I am a peaceloving man. 
Let's talk to them instead.” 
During 
the 
disorder, 
two 
guards and four inmates were 
injurtnJ and rampaging priso­ 
ners caused damage estimated 
in the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. They set several fires 
and 
smashed 
windows 
and 
furniture. 
1'he inmates returned to their 
cells after an angry confronta­ 
tion between Mandel and the 
prisoners, separated by two 
chainlink fences only five yards 
apiirt in the rear of the prison. 
Mandel told them he would 
meet with a dozen inmates to 
discuss 
gi'ievances 
on 
the 
condition that the rest ot the 
men returnt*d to their cells. A 
demand 
for 
amnesty 
was 
denied. 
Although the prisoners finally 
agreed, they did not tru.st him. 
“ They «the police) liave rifles 
and if we go back they’ll kill all 
of us,” one inmate shouted 
through the prison yard fence. 
The 
rebelluHis 
prisoners, 
mostly young blacks, gathered 
around the fence, dressed in 
casual civilian garb and wear­ 
ing rags over their faces to 
mask identification. 
Kep. Parren Mitchell, D-.Md., 
a black, guaranteed the in­ 
mates they would not be hurt. 
“ Have I ever let you brothers 
down'.^” he said. 
The inmates said they were 
unarmed, but several weapons 


were f(Hind in the yard later 
Mandel and Mitchell super- 
visixi the placement of the 
prisoners back in the cells and 
then they nn‘t for 30 minutes 
with 18 inmate representatives. 
The two officials said they
